China Denies South 
African Uranium 
Shipment Report 


WASHINGTON Chinese 
Embassy officials last week denied 
reports by US officials that ship- 
Iments of enriched uranium to 
South Africa had originated ip 
China, calling the reports“a sheer 
fabrication.” China maintains 
close relations with many African 
nations and has never had diplo- 
matic，or even friendly，relations 
with South Africa， which is one of 
the few nations still recognizing 
tbhe Taipei government as the 
legitimate government of China. 

The shipments， which went 
through a Swiss firm acting as 
middqleman， are ， expected to 
enable South Africa to begin 
operation of two 1000-megawatt 
atomic power plants “without 
relying on US nuclear fuel. 

The US allegations of a Chinese 
origin for the shipments came 
through the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission and were published

Sponsored by 
the State Board of Pharmacy and 
carried by Assemblyman Art 
Agnos (D-SE)，AB 1132 allows 
graduates of foreign Pharmacy 
Schools to _ make up classes in 
Which they might be deficient 
according to California standards， 

Under previous law， foreign 
graduates whose records were 
found not to be equivalent to 
American graduates either had to 
return to the foreign country to 
complete their coursework， or 
Iepeat the entire program in the 
US，before being allowed to take 
the state Pharmacy examination 
here. 

FLEXIBILITY 

Of the 195 foreign graduates 
who applied to take the exam last 
vear，only Seven were deemed to 
have the necessary ciedentials， 
and for many, .especially South- 
east Asians，returning home to 
Iake UP coursework was not a 
workable option， 

“The old law gave us no flexi- 
bijlity,”State Board of Pharmacy 
director Fred Williard said. “It 
was impossible for the foreign 
graduates to make up their 
deficiencies, it was unfair.” 

The board approached As- 
semblyman Willie Brown;，， who 
authored the original law，to ask 
that changes be made. Brown told 
the board that he had not 
intended to make US licensing so 
diffiecult for foreign pharmacists， 
but after he became Speaker of the

Because she Was 
a US citizen, she could not become 
a jlicensed pharmacist in the 
Philippines， although she had 
attended school there， When she 
moved to the US she could not 
become licensed because she had 
not been licensed in the country 
in which she was trained. 

“Most foreign pharmacists are 
deficient in some coursework 
Williard noted，adding that“ 让 s 
not that easy to get into pharmacy 
colleges in California.”The board 
is now working with state colleges 
So that space will be _ available far 
foreign students who need to take 
only a few courses. 

It is still too early, he said，to 
assess _ the impact of the law，

Advisory Service,”though a dis- 
tinct and separate entity，bears 
much similarity to _ the Energy 
Program in objectives，functions， 
and services provided.

While we provide assistance to 
Correct the short-term problems， 
our long-term goal is one of 
eduating the tenants not to be 
afraid of talking to the landlords 
concerning deficiencies that exist 
in their dqwellings， 

“Though the tenants must meet 


their responsibility of alerting the 
landlord to any violations of 
health and safety codes in the 
building，the landlords must also 
fulfill 态 eir responsibility of cor- 
recting the deficiencies， 

“This is obviously a very 
sensitive issue，since the landlord 
can easily evict any tenant who 
“causes trouble.”Our job，again， 
is to educate the people 一 tenants 
amd landlords alike 一 to be more 
aware , of . the mutual benefit 
gained by making a good faith 
efftort to _ correct the existing 
environmental problems, ”Lo ex- 
plained.

Now I see that there is a fatal 
flaw，an Achilles heel: a miscal- 
culation regarding military de- 
fense spending, We hear rumors of 
war. The primeval tom-toms 'stil 
beat, even while nuclear weapon- 
Try Proliferates， 

BLANK CHECK 

In order to ease up on the， 
accelerator .of runaway federal 
spending (for example， 让 costs 
taxpayers some $90 billion just to 
pay the annual interest on Our 
mounting national debt), the new 
administration sought to move 
toward fiscal discipline and res- 
ponsiblity. 

Yet，while everything” else is 
being chopped .back， miilitary 
spending enjoys what amounts 
almost to a blank check (not- 
withstanding Reagans recent 
minute. 一 less than 2% 一 
reduction of .the defense budget; 
under pressure from -Wall Street 
and his budget director)， 

FEew people seem to realize that 
supply-side economics can come a 
crOopper 证 -defense weaponry js 
allowed to be exempt from cost 
controls.， The Pentagon is 
Planning a steady expansion of 
mijlitary spending at a rate of 7 to 
9% a year 一 .after 训 fiation. 下

To accommodate these rates of 
additional spending to a decrease 
in taxes and a planned-for bal-

一 the “supply”side of the supply- 


and-demand equation， 
ASSUMPTIONS 

Incentives are，ipcreased for 
individuals and businesses to 
produce more, to work harder in 
order to increase productivity，to 
save more in order to have a base 
for-”capital formation， andqd to 
invest more in order to benefit the 
entire ecOnomy， 

The means for achieving these 
goals are: (1) a cut in govern- 
ment spending in all areas except 
defense; (2) a slash in the rate of 
individual income taxes，letting 
people keep more 让 they earn 
more; and (3) generous tax breaks 
for business in new Plants and | 
equipment, 

The net result is supposed to be 
that new investments and harder 
work will bring about increased 
output，Imore employment，mnew 
plants，new- jobs，an expanding 
economy “ and ，increased tax 
Teceipts. 

Sounds too good- to be true， 
doesn't it? Supply-side economics 
is based on aset of assumptions for 
which there is no empirical veri- 
fication , 

OPTIMISTIC 

.To raise some specific concerns， 

1. The projections of supply- 
side economics are highly optim-: 
istic. They assume that the Gross 
National ， Product will expand 
dramatically，andq thus tax cuts 
can be ， accommodated and 
mijlitary spending can pay for 
itself via_ economic growth. Note 
that the Offtice of Management 
and Budget projects a 7% growth 
rate for the economy next year. 工 
would be extremely surprised to 
see this kind of boom ， 

2. The_ administration is dis- 
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covering how shockingly difficujt 
and painful the process of cutting 
nondefense ” government spend- 
ing really is，especially when the 
cuts _ affect political supporters 
(Such as senior citizens and social 
security recipients)， It will be 


.difficult 证 not impossible to 


reduce federal ”expenditures 
enough to offset the spurt in 
mijlitary spending and the built-in 
fixed costs，such as interest on the 
national debt. 

3. With regard to an increase in 
productivity as the panacea,， it js 
not the quantity of supply that is 
the problem， but rather the 
quality. .There are enough auto- 
mobiles coming offt the assembly 
lines in Detroit , the trouble is that 
Americans are looking for better- 
quality products and So are 
buying cars made in Japan and 
West Germany, The same applies 
for steel, textiles and other indus- 
tries. 由 

4. The . assumption that in- 
creases in wages or tax cuts Will 
increase Savings may not be valid. 
There is simply no guarantee that 
people or corporations with more 
money available will save these 
funds or put them to productive 
use， Instead，individuals could 
turn to spending on frivolous 
things， and companies could 
engage in $7 billion mergers and 
acquisitions. Does the corralling of 
$25 billion in borrowed bank 
funds at a time of soaring interest 
rates 一 So that three giant 
corporations can compete for the 
world's ninth largest oil company 
一 represent a form of productive 
investment? 
MILITARY 

My sincere hope-is that supply- 
side economics will correct some 
distortions, thus “bringing our 


economy into_ better balance My 


fear;， however，is that miscalcu- 
lations or the failure of Reagan- 
omics could turn President Reagan 
into_ the Herbert Hoover of the 
1980s. 

Where military spending is 
concerned，billions of dollars are 
treated like loose pocket change 一 
$226 billion in the defense budget 
for fiscal 1982, more than double 
the entire CNP of India. The .navy 
proposed to spend $120 billion 
over the next five years. 

To portray graphically how 
much a billion dollars is，a billion 
one-dollar bills placed end to end 
Would stretch from here to the 
moon 一 and backl A billion 
seconds ago was 1945, A billion 
minutes ago，Christ was alive. 人 
billion hours ago was the age of 
the dinosaurs, Yet it takes only 15 
hours to sbend a billion dollars 
in Washington，DGC. 

And .remember that what we 
are talking about is not just a 
billion dollars; that would be 
peanuts. The administration s 
blueprint for military spending 
cajlls for a total of $1.3 to $1.5 
trmillion over the next five years, To 
reach $1.3trillion, we would have 
to stack up 15 piles of $1,000 bills， 
each pile as tall as Mount 下 verest， 
the world's highest mountain . 

Anglican Bishop Charles Core 
saidq that “love is statistics with 
compassion,”a notion that ought 
to help one to_ deal with such 
astronomical figures. The Reagan 
administration has shown little 
compassion toward those who are 
这 -housed and il-fed， instead 
making a cruel choice: a shifting 
of priorities to an armaments Tace 
plunging us toward nuclear obli- 


Vion. 
DANGEROUS 


More than ten yeas ago we were 


told that 100 ， nuclear bombs 
exploding in the US，or the Soviet 


Union would result in 37 million 


deaths and destroy two-thirds of 
the target ，mnation's industrial 
power. So 证 300 of the 50,000 
available nuclear weapons are 
ever fired，with even the cock- 
Toaches be _ left to ipherit the 
earth? 

Now we are building weapons 
even more lethal. Remember what 


said:“Ours is a world of nuclear 
攻 ants and ethical infants.. .We 
know more about killing than we 
know abouit living.” - 

For we are embarked on a 
dangerous Trace to acquire super- 
weapons. Money is pouring out to 
develop hypothetical weapons ,for 
.a hypothetical war.War and the 
rumors of war， 

Huge sums for military expen- 
ditures are likely to fuel another 
round of inflation (with -soaring 


interest rates)，a debasing of the 


currency, and a drain on produc- 
tive investment by soaking up 
Scarce Capital resources. Massive 
mijlitary Spending has short=term 
boom consequences in defense 
industries but an adverse impact 
over a longer term，thus perpe- 
tuating the boom-and-bust cycle. 

Nations with relatively low
